AND I1s Goon Wonk,—The southwestern seo-
tlon of ooy clt.f hing for many yvears been more
tackwnrd in Its moral state than any other,
Ad “birds of a feather flock togother,” so the
subjects of poverty and orime are nccostomed
to congrogntla In one loonlity, thersby render-
iy thelr emanclpation all the more diffioult,
but mone tho less destrable. This Iwalufv,
therefore, has been the most Inviting fleld in
the whole clty for the lnbora of the philanthro-
pial, who has proporly recoguised the fact by an
enrnest and determined effort.

The movement whs startod on thesecond Sabe
bath of February, 1858, on whioh t!ay. the
Bethany Sabbath School wis organized. Thelr
first quarters were in wo rooms In the sroond
story of the dwalling No, 2185 Bonth streot.
Twenty-yoven cohlldren and two adulls were
present at the opening sesslon, No hénghes
waore to be had, but sents were tmprovised by
bringing pleces of soantling from the cellar,
and kppporting them upon bricks, Nolwiltl-
stunding this almost Iosignifioant beginning,
the school prospered from the very first, the
number of seholars inereoding nt enell suoces-
sive session, untll the roll shows the prosent
moembersiip to be as follows—

Infant kchool, 275 Primary ®chool, 5% Senlor
echinol (boys), 224, Senior school (glris), 247,
Totnl, 801, Mnle tenchors, 24; female toachers,
28,  Girnnd tolnl, 856,

The orlginnl quarters of the Sabbath Schonl
waere Roon rnmui to be too amall, and 1t bhelng
fmpossible to procure larger rooms in a desira-
ble nelghborhiood, the following summoer o Iarge
tent was pliched on the open lot on Souih
street, west of Twenty-first, Tha tent was
openad on the 18th of Jnly, on whion occaslon o
kermon was preached by the Rev, Dr. Challon
to over three hundred ohlldren, In Ootober,
1858, tho corner-stbne of & bullaing for the use
of the Mission was Ianid, the site sulectod being
the 1ot on which the tent stood. Hev, John
Chambers performed the céremony, the aadls
ente belng nddressad l;{ him and by the Rov,
Dr. Levbarn, Rev, Dr, Bralnerd, and Rov, Mr,
MceLeod, While the migsion bullding wus in
process of erection, the services of the school
wore held In the publioschool house on Twenly=
third strect, above Lombard.,

The bullding was ereetod in a neat aud sub-
stantinl mannper, belng forty by sixty feet In
slze, and costing, togother with the furniiure,
nbout §8700, On the Zith of January, 1554, the
Bethany Mission Chapel was dedicated, the ser-
vices belng again conducted by the Rev. John
Cham bors, assisted by the Rev., Dr. Leyburn,
Rev, Alfred Cookmun, and others. Wihen Lthe
Subbuth Sohool was fully organized In 115 new
quarters, it numbered 23 soholars and 17
tenehers, Binee then its numbers have steadily
Inereased, until they have reached the grailly-
lnlg figure given above,

ut even thess eommodions quarters have
been oulgrown by the school, and there I8 how
In process of ercotion another and larger build-
ing, which will oconpy the entire end of the
blovk at Twenty-second nnd Shippen stroeis,
belng 1351¢ feet on Tweanty-second streel, ron-
ning to Pemberton street, and 112 feet on Ship-
pen streel, The general style of arehltocture 18
the Gollle. There will be two baildings, one for
the church and the olther for the Sabbath
rchool, ‘T'he ohureh fronts on Twenty-ssoond
street, and s 48 foet front by 88 fvet on Shippen
street, The lower floor will contain o study
for the Pastor, 4 committee-room, leclure-
yroom, and a large room, designed ns o
Reading Room for Young Men, The Audience
Chamber I8 direotly over, and is 30 feet In
helght. It will comfortably accommodiate 500
persons. There will be entrunces at both front
and rear, and asmall tower at the eastern end
will contaln the bell. The Sabbath School Hall
1les south of the Church, and is 83 feet front on
Twenty-second street, by 105 fest on Pemberton
street. It consists of an oblong room with an
arched recess on the south for the platform, on
either side of whieh will be the IufantSobools,
20 by 85 feet, ench of which will seat 300 childran,
There are six olnss-rooms on sach side, ench

contuining 25 chalrs, und shut off by gliss
artitions, for the accommodation Adult
ible Classes, The large middle poriion

of this room, deslgned for the maln school, will
be 68 feat by 72 feet, nnd will hold 100 classes and
800 gohiolars, The Lecture Hoom of the Church
will mlso be so conneaied that the large glass
Kurlltlona ean be drawn aslde, and this roown, 32
66 feat, added, Il necessary, for special ootns
sions, All the rooms, thongh shut off by gluss
doors, enn be thirown together durlng the opon-
Ing aud elosing exereises, and thus accomimo-
dations are provided (without counting the
Lecture Room) for 1700 persons, The Sabbath-
School Hall will be completea fivst, and thoen, us
fnst as means are obtalned, the Chureh will be
ushed forward., It s exggutud that the Sub-
hinthi-Sehool butldingwill rendy for occupis
tion early in the fall of the present yoar,

Last evening thoe ninth analversary of the
Mission Bohtmrwnu held, great interest belong
manifested In tho exercises by & large congre-
gntion. The school-room was tastefully deco-
rated for the occasion, not the least lnteresting
adornment, as far as the delighted ehildren
were concerned, being the grand assortment of
caltes and confections which were to be distris
buted among the liitlo ones, The exerclses
were conducted by the pastor, Rev, 8. T,
Lowrlo, and the Superintendent, Jobhn Wana-
muler, 4 sbort addresses belng dellvered
ulso by the Hev, Drs, Reed and Crowell. In-
strumental music was interspersed, and every-
thing passed off in o most agreenble manner,

The Mission School, whose history we have
thus slkketehed, has been doing o great and good
worlk in our midst, and we earnestly exhort all
to extend to it a helping hand, that Ity fleld of
usefulness may be even rarther enlarged,
